I nspectors can
useeither an x-ray fluorescence analyzer called an XRF, or they can collect paint chipsto be
analyzed by alaboratory.

0 Washe/sheresponsive by returning callsand submitting written reportsin atimely manner?
O Washe/she on time and within the agreed-upon budget?
O Wouldyou recommend thisinspector to others?
Consider getting at least 3 estimates before making your selection.
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
